Dr. I*. J. Fullingim, age HO, died in 
Bay City last Thursday morning and 
funeral services were held at the I irsi 
Methodist church in Oak ( ’lift friday 
morning, 
and

brought to Decatur and interred in 
Oaklawn cemetery, following a brief 
service at. the grave, 
conducted by 
Rev. Isbell, Dr. W ard and Rev. Bell. 
The news of the sudden death of 
Dr. Fullingim Thursday morning cast 
a gloom over the city. He was one of 
the most popular native so: ;, and his 
friends were counted by the legions 
Dimout tiiis section.

BANDIT GIVES UP 
TO JACKFARMER 


One of Men Who Held 
Up Local Station 
Here Captured 


A 58-lear-cld 
Jack county farm er 
Sunday told how he overpowered “a 
kid of a boy” Saturday night and 
single-handedly captured Horace Po­ 
sey, escaped convict 
for 
whom 50 
peace officers staged a m anhunt earli­ 
er in the week. 
N. T. RolKutson. the farm er, mem­ 
ber of the posse th at searched for 
Posey last Tuesday and Wednesday 
related details of the battle th at be­ 
gan when Robertson refused to “stick 
'em up.” 
As the 
testy farm er reported he 
“didn’t get a scratch,” Posey rested 
in City-County hospital here, a bullet 
wound in his left leg and a lump on 
his head. , 
Robertson and his wife knew some­ 
one had been in their house when they 
returned about 6 p. rn. Saturday from 
doing a lieighlxir's chores. The table 
was strewn with remains of a hurri­ 
ed meal. 
Robertson had taken off his pistol 
(which he had been carrying since 
the m anhunt) when he entered the 
house. It did not occur to him to pick 
up the weapon when he got a flash­ 
light to search the house. 
The fanner had looked in one room 
and was entering a second when he 
felt a gun barrel in his stomach, and 
heard an order to "stick em up. 
Robertson said he struck out furi­ 
ously and knocked tin* barrel out of 
line with his body before it was dis<- 
charged. The charge went into a wall. 
“Iii* put up a fiat* fight for a boy,” 
said Robertson as lie related how he 
knocked the youth to the floor and 
twisted the shotgun out of his hands. 
The farm er called his wife to re­ 
move the shotgun, and then grappled 
with Posey over a pistol tin* convict 
had taken from his own pocket. 
That done. tin* farm er had his wife 
take tin* pistol out of the room. 
lh* then directed his wife to bring 
bim bis pistol. Although la1 ‘ tried to 
shoot him in tin* stomach just like he 
tried to shoot me, 
Robertson s fire 
entered the side and back of Posey’s 
knee. ’Flu* felon surrendered. 
While 
the wife went 
for 
help, 
Robertson held tin* pistol pointed a t 
the convict. At the hospital, Posey 
said he nearly fainted from loss of 
blood hut was afraid to move for fear 
tile farm er would kill him. 
The wife was gone nearly an hour 
because sin* had to go to homes of two 
neighbors before finding anyone. They 
went to a filling station and called 
Sheriffs E. K. 4'urner of Jacksboro 
and A. B. ('arter in Fort W orth. 
“After help bad got here. I let up 
a little,” said Robertson. “Wle ted and 
watered him and let him move.” 
The farm er believes lie is entitled 
to the $15 standing reward for cap­ 
turing escaped convicts, but detectives 
here believe he may not get it. Prison 
rules require delivery at the peniten­ 
tiary, they say, but the rule may be 
waived in this case. 
Posey blamed hunger for his cap­ 
ture. Ile said la* had not eaten for 
four days, and was so weak he could 
could not defend himself. 
“ I could have killed Robertson easi­ 
ly,” lie said, “but I didn't w ant a m ur­ 
der charge hanging over me.” 
The youth, who has been in prison 
since he was 18. faces robbery charg­ 
es here and in several other places. 
Ile revealed th at he and Hugh Nix, 
his escape companion, stole automo­ 
biles in 
Houston and Throckmorton 
before taking one here Monday. 
They drove through Fort W orth un­ 
molested last Friday, but were greet­ 
ed with police gunfire when they re­ 
turned Monday. 
Posey said he was less than one 
fourth of ti mile away when Nix was 
captured 
by officers Tuesday near 
Vineyard. At times the officers were 
iii 25 feet of him, he said. 
Hospital attendants said the bullet 
was removed from 
Pisey’s leg Sat­ 
urday night.—Ft. ,W orth 
Star-Tele­ 
gram.

Fisherm en 
and farm ers were heavy losers, be­ 
cause boats, nets, lobster pots were 
washed away, and tobacco crops, barns, 
poultry, maple sugar and fruit trees 
were destroyed. 
Red Cross Chapters rescued, housed, 
fed and sheltered the storm victims, 
and m ore than IOO disaster relief 
workers of the Red Cross were in the 
stricken area within three days, arriv- 


Mobilizat.ion of Red Cross workers 
to aid victims of this storm was not 
completed before a series of three tor­ 
nadoes struck Charleston, South Caro­ 
lina, September 29, killing 30 people 
and making 600 families homeless. Red 
Cross provided shelter, and now is en­ 
gaged in rebuilding homes and aiding 
the families. Thus these two Septem­ 
ber catastrophes claimed more than 
500 lives. 
The annual roll call for members in 
the Red Cross which occurs from Ar­ 
mistice Day to Thanksgiving provides 
the funds which keep the Red Cross 
Chapters and national organization 
prepared to m eet emergencies such as 
these.
